LITTLE BENEFIT 


'There is nothing,'to' show, on the 


other hand, that income tax publicity 
is of direct benefit to the government. 
Even so congress would not be dis- 
posed to repeal a law which fails to 
achieve a benefit that can be proved.

data furnished the newspapers as an 
interesting reflex of what people of 
wealth are really 
acquiring 
from 


year to year. 
The best analogy is 


the 'information made available by the 
government and various states with 
respect to corporations.

notched like a saw so that it .would 
cut metal. 


Kiebel now is locked In a separate 


cell all day and is no longer allowed 
the liberty in the general cell..
